Letter  from  Georgia. 

Editor  jbf  The  Record : 

1 have  not  forgotten  the  promise  made 
you  before  leaving  for  Georgia,  to  let  your 
readers  have  an  item  of  news  occasionally, 
'Irom  the  great  “Empire  State  of  the  South.’ 
However,  1 have  waited  so  as  to  /somewhat 
get  the  run  of  things  myself  first. 

The  90th  session  of  the  Georgia  Baptist 
Slate  Convention  has  just  closed  a most  in- 
t resting  session  at  Rome — Rome,  beautiful- 
ly situated  on  her  seven  hills  also.  It  was 
a great  meeting  every  way.  There  were 
about  four  hundred  and  fifty  delegates,  all 
men.  The  men  and  women  in  Georgia 
meet  at  different  times  in  different  places. 
This  is  partly  from  the  fact  of  difficult  en- 
tortainment  when  they  all  meet  together, 
■id  partly  from  preference  that  it  he  so. 
But  it  was  a queer  thing  for  an  old  Missis- 
sippian  to  see  a house  crowded  with  men 
and  only  here  and  there  a woman  to  be 
sc*  u.

Mis.-t.ons  « 'even  }•  m 'ted  that  gave  nothing 
to  Home  Missions,  and  twelve  hundred  that 
gave  nothing  to  Foreign  Missions.  There 
are  some  twenty-two  hundred  churches  iu 
the  State. 

There  was  one  item  of  interest  to  me,  not 
ever  noticed  before  iu  the  way  of  compara- 
tive expenses  for  administration  purposes. 
The  Baptists  of  Georgia  paid  out  in  round 
numbers,  $6,000  for  administrative  purposes, 
while  the  Methodists  for  similar,  or  corres- 
ponding work,  paid  out  $46,000.  I wonder 
how  the  comparison  runs  in  Mississippi. 

There  was  only  one  exciting  question  be- 
fore the  convention,  the  removal  of  Mercer 
I'niversity.  One  special  session  was  de- 
voted to  this  discussion.  Three  hours  were 
given  over  to  a debate  on  the  question  of 
removal.  Those  for  the  removal,  and  those 
against  it,  chose  their  speakers,  just  in  au 
old  fashioned  debating  society,  who  spoke 
one  after  another,  as  their  names  were  call- 
ed by  the  President  of  the  convention.

ings to  the  next  convention,  which  is  to  he 
in  Moultrie.  The  place  that  gets  it  will 
have  to  pay  for  it.  Atlanta,  Rome,  Tifton. 
Macon,  and  several  others  art-  out  after  it 
already,  and  there  will  be  plenty  doing  when 
wc  meet  in  Moultre. 

One  good  hour  was  given  to  the  Christian

'banksgiving  Day.  As  I think

v.  How  very  different  to  the 
ne  celebrated  in  our  city  here 
1st  week.  This  one  lasted  for 
hree  days.  It  is  the  time  when 
ear  after  year  the  women  and 
•iris  for  miles  around  gather  and 
•orship  at  a certain  big  temple  in 
he  city.  Thanksgiving  or  bless- 
ngs  received  during  the  past 
ear,  especially  for  health.  If  a 
tew  son  had  come  into  the  home 
luring  the  year  especial  thanks 
for  that. 

Some  of  us  went  over  to  the 
temple  to  see  them  worship  one 
afternoon.  It  was  really  a heart- 
sickening  scene.  Women  and 
girls  are  seldom  seen  on  the 
streets  here,  hut  at  this  time 
there  were  great  throngs  of  them. 
Many  of  the  young  women  were 
heavily  veiled  so  that  their  faces 
eonid  not  be 

They  had  bought  great  quanti- 
ties of  gold  anti  silver  colored  pa- 
per. paper  servants,  paper  shoes, 
and  other  articles;  also  much  in- 
tense. These  articles  they  car- 
ried and  offered  up  before  the 
big  idols.  They  bowed  and  knock- 
d their  heads  on  the  floor  sev- 
eral times  before  the  idol.  They 
got  up,  carried  the  articles  out 
[to  a big  urn,  about  the  size  of  a 
big  old  fashioned  wash  pot,  only 
■deeper,  where  they  were  burned. 
A big  blaze  was  kept  going  in  this 
[urn  for  the  three  days  and  far  in-
